The  Kegistrar  General  has  supplied  me  with  the  new  figures 
of  the  civil  iDopuIation  appearing  in  the  Statistical  Summary,  and 
upon  which  the  death-rates  in  the  various  tables  have  been  calcu¬ 
lated,  while  the  birth-rate  has  been  calculated  upon  the  estimated 
population  for  1914. 

Tlie  present  estimated  population  is  less  by  232  than  that  of 
the  preceding  year. 

Births.  From  the  Statistical  Summary  you  will  observe  that 
the  births  have  decreased  in  number  by  34.  The  decrease  being 
made  up  as  follows :  Females  28,  and  Males  6. 


The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  70,  being  47  less  than  the 
excess  of  1914. 

Illegitimate  births  equal  those  of  the  previous  year,  viz. :  2. 

Compulsory  Notification  of  Births.  Under  this  new  Act 
which  came  into  force  on  September  1st  last,  the  County  Council 
have  under  consideration  a  Child  and  Maternity  Welfare  Scheme, 
but  having  regard  to  the  necessity  of  curtailing  expenditure  during 
the  War,  the  matter  has  been  postponed. 


Deaths.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  deaths  show  an  increase  over 
those  for  the  year  1914  by  13.  Of  the  110'  recorded  both  sexes 
show  an  equal  number,  viz. :  55  each,  and  strangely  enough  the 
number  of  female  deaths  equal  those  for  the  previous  year. 

The  deaths  occurring  in  institutions  outside  the  district  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  district  gives  an  increase  of  seven  over 


tho&e  for  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  deaths  and  the  insti¬ 
tutions  in  which  they  occurred  are  as  follows : —

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Five  deaths  of  non-i'esidents  registered  in  the  district  were 
transferred  to  the  proper  quarter. 

With  regard  to  the  transferrable  deaths  'occurring  in  the 
Institution  in  the  district,  one  death  from  Tetanus,  supervening 
on  frost-bite,  took  place  in  a  soldier  at  the  Beeches  Red  Cross 
Hospital,  The  Woodlands,  No.  3,  but  in  accordance  with  instruc¬ 
tions  from  the  Local  Government  Board  this  death  is  excluded 
from  Table  I. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

Infantile  Deaths.  26  Deaths  took  place  in  infants  under  one 
year  of  age,  being  2  less  than  in  1914.  The  heavy  rate  of  144  is 
explained  by  there  being  eight  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  compared 
with  3  in  1914. 

I  am  sure  the  appointment  of  a  Health  Visitor  in  the  near 

future  will  heln  to  reduce  the  number  of  infantile  deaths  con- 

♦ 

siderably. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  respira¬ 
tory  organs,  these  being  39  in  number. 

Congenital  Debility  and  Malformation,  including  Premature 
Birth  accounted  for  nine  deaths.  The  remaining  deaths  were  from 
various  causes.  Here  again  we  have  a  strong  case  for  the  County 
Authorities  to  undertake  a  scheme  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
as  a  great  many  of  the  deaths  from  chest  affections  are  in  children 
under  one  year  of  age. 
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Zymotic  Disease  and  Deaths.  Tlie  oases  notified  under  this 
heading  show  the  large  increase  of  52  over  the  previous  year, 
mainly  through  Scarlet  Fever  being  prevalent,  this  infection  itself 
showing  an  increase  of  39.  Erysipelas  accounted  for  an  increase 
of  9,  and  Enteric  Fever  4.  These  numbers  making  up  the  total 
increase  of  52,  Diphtheria  and  Croup  show  an  equal  number  for 
the  past  and  present  year. 

The  Milne  Treatment  for  Scarlet  Fever  which  your  late  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer  (Dr.  J.  H.  Wilson)  recoanniended  to  you  in  December , 
1914,  has  proved  most  beneficial  in  combating  this  disease,  only 
on©  death  taking  place  out  of  65  cases,  notified,  a  very  gratifying 
result.

Five  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  all  being  Belgian  Refugees 
at  the  Hostel,  Boar’s  Head,  were  removed  to  the  Wigan  Sanar 
torium,  while  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  a  soldier  at  the  Beeches 
Red  Cross  Hospital,  The  Woodlands,  No.  3,  was  also  removed  t'O 
Wigan,  but  excluded  from  the  above  and  Table  IT, 

All  the  cases  recovered. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  number ed  14,  six  less  than  the  previous  year, 
one  case  being  sent  to  the  sanatorium  for  treatment.  There  were 
8  deaths  from  Tubercular  diiseaseS',  of  which  4  were  due  to  Puh 
nionary,  3  to  Meningeal,  and  1  to  Spinal  Disease. 
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School  Closinr/.  Though  Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  through¬ 
out  the  year  I  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  Schools 
as  many  of  the  cases  were  from  Boar’s  Head  and  Gidlow  and 
attended  Wigan  Schools,  and  a  large  number  occurred  during  the 
holidays. 

Drainage,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Very  few  defects 
have  been  found  under  this  heading  and  tho&e  that  existed  were  at 
onoe  remedied.  The  ventilating  shafts  have  been  systematically 
examined  by  the  smoke  test,  and  in  all  but  a  few  cases,  have  proved 
satisfactory.  A  good  effluent  has  been  obtained  at  the  Sewage 
farms  at  Fairhurst  House,  Chorley  Hoad  Works,  and  Langtree 
Hall. 

Scavenging.  This  work  has  been  done  satisfactorily. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milhshops.  These  were  inspected  by 
myself  and  the  Inspector,  and  a  few  defects  in  ventilation,  drainage, 
cubic  space,  and  lighting,  noticed  by  the  County  M.O.H.  and  his 
Assistants  have  been  remedied. 

Slaughter  Houses.  These  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
state,  all  of  them  being  clean  and  in  good  condition,  a  few  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made.  Tliere  has  been  no  necessity  to  seize  any 
meat  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Lodging  Houses.  There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the 
district. 

Water  Supply.  Analysis  shoved  the  water  to  be  of  excellent 
quality.  There  was  one  slight  interruption  of  supply  in  February 
owing  to  the  bursting  of  a  valve  at  Birkacre. 

Housing  Accommodation  still  continues  to  be  ample,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  empty  houses  being  very  few. 

Overcrowding.  Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  to  exist 
and  after  serving  of  Statutory  Notices  both  nuisances  have  now 
been  abated, 
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New  Property.  Soveii  new  houses  have  been  erected  during 
the  course  of  the  year,  whilst  alterations  and  additions  to  3  large 
houses,  one  in  School  Lane,  and  two  in  Preston  Road,  brings  the 
total  of  new  houses  to  10,  as  against  22  for  1914.  This  decrease,  T 
have  no  doubt,  being  largely  due  to  the  continuance  of  the  War. 

Homing  and  Town  Planning .  Ninetydwo  houses  have  been 
inspected ;  many  were  found  in  good  condition  and  some  repairs 
have  been  carried  out  to  56.  It  was  not  found  necessai’y  to  make 
any  Cloising  Orders. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act.  x\ll  places  coming  within  the 
scope  of  this  Act  have  been  inspected,  and  the  defects  found  were 
remedied. 

The  Home  Office  have  decided  not  to  issue  this  year  the  usual 
forms  coming  under  the  above  Act. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  8  on  the  Register  and  only  in  one  case 
was  it  found  necessary  to  order  limewashing.

Nuisance  Inspector’s  Annual  Report,  1915. 


To  G.  H.  Ormsby,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District 

Council  of  Standish-with-Langtree. 


Dear  Sir, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  j^ou  my  Report  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  31st  December,  1915. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  following  cases  were  reported  to  me: 
Scarlet  Fever  65,  Enteric  Fever  13,  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup  6,  Erysipelas  14,  Tuberculosis  14. 

The  averages  for  three  of  the  above  diseases  from  1900  to  1914 
inclusive,  are  as  follows  : —

During  the  Summer  Vacation,  Standish  National  School  was 
beautified  inside,  and  liquid  disinfectant  was  freely  used  when 
cleaning.  In  no  case  was  the  milk  supply  suspected.  It  appeared 
probable  that  some  cases  had  been  contracted  at  Wigan.  Six 
houses  have  had  two  cases  each,  three  houses  have  had  three  cases 
each,  one  house  has  had  four,  and  the  Wigan  Belgian  Hostel  (at 
Thornhill)  had  five  cases.  The  Wigan  Corporation  removed  thie 
patients  from  their  Belgian  Hostel  to  their  Infectious  Diseiases 
Hospital.  Eucalyj)tus  oil  was  supplied  free  for  the  Milne  treat¬ 
ment  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  worst  months  were  July,  August,  and 
September,  though  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  during  every  month 
excepting  March  and  April. 

Enteric  Fever.  Though  I  have  carefully  tabulated  and  com¬ 
posed  particulars  as  to  milk  supply,  such  foods  eaten  as  shell-fish, 
watercress,  tinned  meats,  etc.,  and  as  to  employment,  I  have  found 
no  evidence  of  a  general  cause,  or  such  as  to  warrant  any  further 
action.  No  particular  locality  was  affected.  Town’s  water  is  piped 
into  all  the  houses  concerned,  lii  most  instances,  and  where  it 


was  thought  there  was  any  need,  the  drains  were  tested  with  snioke^ 
l)nt  only  a  few  minor  defects  were  found,  and  quickly  remedied. 
1  he  drains  of  all  houses  had  been  previously  connected  to  the 
Council  s  Sewer.  One  of  the  twelve  houses  had  a  fresh  water 
closet,  and  eleven  had  ordinary  privy  middens.  Only  one  house 
(wliich  had  to  be'  dealt  with  for  overcrowding)  had  twO'  cases,  and 
the  second  on©  did  not  occur  until  about  a  week  after  the  disin¬ 
fection  of  the  house  following  the  first  case.  The  worst  months 
were  October  and  November  with  three  cases  each,  and  with  the 
omission  of  May,  June  and  August,  the  others  were  spread  over 
the  months  from  April  to  December  inclusive.  In  one  instance 
bedding  was  destroyed  according  to  your  recommeiidation,  and 
some  compensation  allowed.  The  pails  or  fever  tins  have  been  used 
as  formerly. 

Rooms  have  been  fumigated  with  formalin  and  liquid  and 
jDowder  disinfectants  have  been  freely  supplied.  The  Isolation 
Hospital  for  Small  Pox  has  been  beautified  outside,  and  some 
repairs  have  been  carried  out. 

Scwtrage.  The  sewers  in  the  Lower  Ground  area  have  be'eii 
flushed  about  every  six  weeks,  and  here  it  has  been  necessary  to 
occasionally  use  the  drain  rods.  The  sewers  in  the  other  parts  of 
the  district  have  been  flushed  about  every  four  months.  Two 
blockages  have  occurred ;  one  was  near  the  Bone  Works  at  Lower 
Ground,  and  the  other  near  Baxter  Stieet.  A  patent  safety  belt 
has  been  provided  for  the  man  who  descends  the  manholes.  Two 
claims  for  damage  done  to  meadow  grass,  by  sewage  from  main 
sewer  during  a  very  severe  thunder  storm,  have  been  paid.  Sixty- 
two  Ventilation  Shafts  (public  and  private)  have  been  tested  with 
smoke,  and  thirteen  defects  remedied.  A  Smoke  Machine  with 
accessories  has  been  provided  for  testing  drains  and  sewers. 

Sewage  Disposal.  All  the  saniiDles  taken  at  Pairhurst  House 
Farm,  and  Chorley  Road  Works,  during  the  year  1915,  are  with 
only  one  exception,  and  that  by  one  point,  classified  Good,’’  and 
the  average  Albuminoid  Ammonia  in  both  cases  is  lower  that  in 
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1914.  Particiilars  of  anal3"sis  for  the  last  three  years  are  given 
below : —

At  Fairhurst  House  Farm  120  yards  of  9  inch  pipes  have  been 
laid  to  an  existing  water  pit  in  order  to  make  it  available  for  storm 
water.  The  Detritus  Well  has  been  altered^  and  160  yards  of  9  inch 
pipes  laid,  so  as  to  enable  the  sludgei  to  be  run  off  by  gravitation. 
Three  Sludge  Filters  have  been  constructed.  The  Storm-overflow 
has  been  lowered  in  order  to  reduce  flooding  from  main  sewers. 
Almost  all  the  pipes  used  as  mentioned  above,  were  on  the  farm, 
but  in  their  former  positions  were  useless.  The  cost  of  working 
Fairhurst  House  Farm  has  been  lower  than  for  the  year  1914. 

There  has  been  no  work  done  of  a  special  character  at  either 
Chorley  Road  Sewage  Works  or  Langtree  Hall  Farm.  No  official 
ocmplaints  have  been  received  from  the  Ribble  Joint  Committee. 

Scavenginri .  The  three  contractors  and  districts  have  been  the 
same  as  for  the  y^ear  1914,  and  all  have  done  their  work  efficiently. 
The  seven  tipping  places  have  also  been  the  same.  I  have  specially 
requested  that  the  Scavenging  Boards  provided  by  the  District 
Council  be  used  on  all  highways  repairable  either  by  the  County  or 
District  Council.  Weekly  Returns  of  work  done  are  sent  to  me  by 
each  contractor. 


Factories  and  Worhshnps.  One  Workshop  has  been  provided 
with  a  gas  engine,  and  so  is  now  classed  as  a  Factory.  Otherwise 
the  Factories  and  Workshops  supervised  (excepting  Bakehouses) 
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are  tlio  sani'e.  One  nuisance  was  found  at  a  Factory,  and  abated  on 
notice  being  given,  and  tire  walls  of  oire  Workshop  rvere.  colour¬ 
washed  by  request.  On  the  wliole  I  have  been  better  satisfied  than 
for  the  two  previous  years. 

Bakehouses.  The  Bakehouses  were  found  in  good  order  with 
one  exception,  where  it  was  necessary  to  request  limewashing. 
There  are  at  present  eight  on  the  Register,  seven  of  which  are 
domestic. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  The  improvements  made  during  the 
year  are  as  follows : — 

The  Villas,  Arbour  Lane  ;  Gully  removed  from  inside  to  out¬ 
side  of  dairy. 

Round  Moor  Farm  :  A  new  lath  and  j)laster  ceiling  in  place 
of  dirty  straw  ceiling. 

Broomfield  House  Farm:  Better  ventilation  by  two  air  grates. 

Rectory  Farm :  Floor  repaired. 

Saddle  Hill  Farm:  New  floor,  ventilation  and  lighting 
improved,  and  cubic  capacity  increased  by  raising  ceiling. 

The  registered  Cowkeepers,  and  Dairymen  or  Purveyors  of 
Milk  other  than  Cowkeeioers,  are  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

SJaiighter  Houses.  During  the  year  there  have  been  seven 
licensed  slaughter  houses,  though  one  has  only  been  used  occasion- 
-ally,  and  one  not  at  all.  The  manure  pit  for  No.  4  slaughter  house 
has  been  moved  further  away,  and  the  foul  wooden  fence  destroyed. 
The  manure  pits  for  Nos.  2  and  4  have  been  emjrtied  oftener,  and 
the  walls  of  No.  5  slaughter  house  have  been  limewashed  by  request. 
I  have  examined  carcases  in  the^  slaughter  houses  and  meat  when 
exposed  for  sale,  but  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  seize  any  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption. 
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New  Buildings.  Seven  dwelling  houses  (each  with  three  rooms 
on  the  ground  floor  and  three  on  the  first  floor)  have  been  erected, 
four  of  the  houses  being  I'ented  at  7 and  three  at  6 per  week, 
rates  included.  A  fresh-wmter  closet  has  been  provided  in  each 
case.  None  of  these  houses  have  baths. 

Three  large  houses,  viz.  :  No.  17  School  Lane,  “  Smallwood 
House, and  “  Langtree  Bar  House,''  have,  with  some  additions, 
been  made  into  tw’o  cottages  each.  Three  of  these  cottages  have 
t^vo  rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  and  twm  on  the  first  floor,  and  the 
other  three  cottages  have  three  and  three  respectively.  One  of  the 
cottages  is  rented  at  3/9,  one  at  4/2,  one  at  5/6,  one  at  6/-,  and  two 
at  6  6.  Four  new  fresh-water  closets  have  been  provided,  and  one 
house  has  a.  bath  room.  , 

Thus,  the  number  of  additional  dwelling  houses  for  the  year 
is  10.  No  other  buildings  of  imjoortance  have  been  erected. 


Five  plans  have  been  submitted.  Four  were  approved,  one 
was  first  disapproved  but  afterwards  approved  after  certain  altera¬ 
tions  had  been  made  to  the  plan,  and  one  for  work  already  begun 
was  disapproved  and  the  work  subs-squently  pulled  back.  All  plans 
approved  have  since  been  carried  out.  No  houses  are  now  in  course 
of  building.

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Eleven  of  the  above  66  houses  have  baiths;  at  48,  fresh-water 
closets  have  been  provided,  pail  closets  at  2,  and  privies  at  16.  The 
only  kind  of  closet  acconiniodation  jDrovided  for  new  property  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  was  the  fresh-water  closet. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.  The  estiinated  number  of 
dwelling  houses  in  the  district  is  1462,  and  the  estimated  number 
of  dwelling  houses  within  the  limit  of  rent  applicable  to  the  district 
under  the  Act  is  1185.  To  the  31st  December,  1915,  289  houses 
had  been  inspecteel  under  the  Act  of  1909,  all  being  within  the 
limit  of  rent  excepting  one.  The  systematic  house-to-house  inspec¬ 
tion  has  been  accelerated  during  the  past  four  years,  as  the  follow¬ 
ing  will  show : —

Of  the  92  houses  inspected,  some  repairs  have  been  carried  out 
to  5'6.  All  defects  reported  have  received  some  attention.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  Statutory  Notices.  Owing  to  the 
greatly  increased  cost  of  labour  and  materials  brought  about  by 
the  War,  my  requirements  have  been  as  reasonable  as  possible. 


Since  the  Act  of  1909  same  into  ojDeration  seven  houses  have 
been  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Closing  Orders  were 
made  for  five,  and  two  were  clos-ed  voluntarily.  Necessary  repairs 
have  been  carried  out  to  three,  but  four  houses  are  still  closed. 


The  number  of  vacant  houses  suitable  for  persons  of  the  work¬ 
ing  classes  and  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation 
has  not,  I  believe,  exceeded  six  at  one  time  during  the  year,  and 
has  varied  froim,  say,  2  to  6.

There  are  approximately  32  back-to-back  houses,  rented  at  2/6 
to  3/6  per  week,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  the  air  space  around  these 
houses  is  very  good.  Most  houses  in  the  district  contain  two  living 
and  two  bedrooms,  rented  at  4/-  to  5/6  per  week,  while  the  majority 
of  recently  built  houses  contain  three  living  and  three  bedrooms, 
and  are  rented  at  5/6  to  1  j-  per  week. 

Nuisances.  Eighty-nine  were  found  and  verbal  or  written 
notices  given.  All  nuisances  have  now  been  abated.  Seventy 
houses  have  been  disinfected  after  Infectious  Disease. 

Overcrowding .  Two  nuisances  caused  by  overcrowding  have 
come  to  my  notice.  In  one  instance  the  nuisance  was  abated  after 
the  service  of  a  Statutory  Notice,  but  the  other  was  not  abated 
until  after  the  case  had  been  entered  into  Court;  then  the  case  was 
withdrawn  on  jDayment  of  costs.
